ATLANTAN HURT AS MIAMI PLANE 
PLOWS THROUGH 14 OTHERS IN CRASH 


An Atlanta Naval ensign was among those injured yester- 
dav when a pilotless. Corsair fighter plane plowed through 14 
marked airplanes at the Miami Naval Air Station, killing one 
man and injuring 10. 

Ensign H. R. Goodin, of Atlanta, received burns when the 
Corsair, pilot of which had bailed out when the plane went out 
of control, dropped in twists and turns from 15,000 feet and 
plunged into a row of parked planes, streaking in orange 
flames through 14 before exploding. 

Killed was Lt. William J. Freiberger, of St. Louis, who died 
when a flying fragment of the plane struck him in the neck, 

Most of the injured were burned by flash of the explosion.

Departments of Health and the 
City Health networks, paused to 
catch their breath and to look back. 


AN UNSAVORY TALE 

The story of typhoid is an un- 
savory tale of innocent carriers 
who serve as fifth columnists 
among their families and friends; 
of drinking water polluted by hu- 
‘man excreta; of milk or food 
contaminated by intestinal or uri- 
nary discharges. 


A human disease, it stems di- 
rectly from the excreta of humans 
who have endured the infection. 
It has two threé@link chains on 
which it rests its existence. Doc- 
tors name them: Feces, flies, food; 
feces, fingers, food, 

Ferreting these sources out and 
breaking their chain is one of the 
great accomplishments of medicine 
throughout the nation, and in Geor- 
gia the virtual sugrender of ty- 
phoid is largely attributable to the 
ceaseless attack led by Dr. T. F. 
Abercrombie. 

Dr. Abercrombie, with his tem- 
pered perspective on the situation, 
says the war on typhoid has in- 
volved two _  factors—vaccination 
and sanitation.

Many 
typhoid victims carry the disease 
for three months after convales- 
cence, Temporary carriers spread 
it for six months. If after a year 
they still carry the disease, they 
are tabbed as permanent, chronic 
Carriers, and as such, public 
mies of the first water. 

Typhoid Mary, of New York 
fame, was a pale character con- 
trasted with one or two carriers 
Georgia has spawned. One of 
them still lives, not far from At- 
lanta. She is a poor old woman, 
who long ago was housed and 
pensioned by her county to keep 
her from moving about, but she 
is as hard to fence in as an eel.

The Mud Daubers 
Are Working Again 


From my office window I have been watch- 
ing the concrete workers on the new building 
across the way being erected for The Constitu 

tion. They are pouring concrete on the Forsyth Street end of the 
third story. It is, to me at least, a fascinating operation, 

They remind me so, as they handle the soft, mixed 
of those insects we call mud daubers building a nest. 

The carpenters have finished their job on this segment of the 
building. With hammer and saw they have constructed the wood 
framework to hold the concrete until it hardens. 

The steel workers have done their stint. Big, husky men, they 
have placed the heavy rods of reinforcing steel in position, they 
have laid a network of lighter steel bars for the beams and the 
flooring. The plumbers and electricians have carefully placed 
the conduits and openings for the wiring and pipes that will 
service the finished building, 

So now the men who cover all with that special kind of mud 
the humana use, called concrete, ure filling the role of the mud 
daubers and are creating the new nest we of The Constitution 
family will occupy in a few months.

with the mixed concrete. This tips into a hopper, funnel- 
shaped, with an opening at the bottom, where the concrete pours 
into a wheelbarrow below,

straight-edged planks, and others smooth 
as it dries.

One morning, early, as the sun was rising, I sat on my front 
porch and watched a spider build its web. 

Sometime during the night the little creature, 
of an inch in length, had woven that web, a 
thing two feet in diameter, suspended 
porch pillar. 

Now the sun was shining on that web, day had come, the 
spider was taking it down, Rapidly it crawled along the gossamer 
threads, absorbing into itself again the stuff of which spider webs 
are spun. Around and around it went, until only the cross threads, 
the basic framework of the thing, were left. 

One by one it consumed those until it hung, by the last thread 
of all, from the branch of a shrub. Then it climbed up this, 
consuming it as it went, and it and the web were gone, 

Remember, that complicated web was created only for 
night. Remember, the spider took it down by following, 
reverse, the exact course it followed in the building. 

I doubt any human engineer could equal the perfection of 
engineering, the allowances for stress and strain, for wind 
pressure and all the other factors of construction so perfectly suited 
to its purpose, as did that spider. Or dismantle the job so quickly, 
so smoothly, so perfectly.

Europe's Map Faces Change 


PARIS—-The postwar map of Europe probably will emerge from 
peace negotiations altered as radically as it Was-at Versailles after 
World War I, but the major changes will not be effected here at 
Paris by the 2l-nation peace conference, 


when it Is finally drawn, will reveal 
the most significant shifts of frontiers ag having occurred in north- 
ern, central and southeastern Europe, and the territorial questions 
invowed generally do not fall within the province of the Paris 
Peace Conference.

The final disposal of German and Austrian territory still is in 
the hands of the Council of Foreign Ministers, scheduled to hold its 
next meeting in October 
; Alterations of national boundaries within the Russian bloc of 
sétellite states east of the Stettin-Trieste line, theoretically are a 
concern of the Western powers but, practically, are likely to be dic 
tated from Moscow.
